MOST BEAUTIFUL STAMP 


Once again the Canada  Bluenose 
50c stamp has been judged the 
world’s most beautiful stamp. This 
time it was chosen by judges in a 
contest staged by the New Haven 
Philatelie Society, U.S.A. The mag- 
azine “Stamps”, N.Y., describes the 
manner in which stamp entries were 
handled, and the system has merit. 

Fifty stamps were received by the 
contest committee and after being 
covered with cellulose acetate for 
protection, were mounted on individ- 
ual small cards. The cards were then 
shuffled and numbered 1 to 50. They 
were shuffled again and then mount- 
ed in a large frame. The shuffling 
was done to eliminate any order in 
the presentation. The thirty-five 
members present were allowed to in- 
spect the stamps for about one-half 
hour before the voting for the 
stamps by number began.

PART II. 


on Canadian Revenues 
THE THREE-LEAF EXCISE 


STAMPS 


Contributed by. Thomas Fletcher 


In my album, the three-leaf excise 
stamps, originally laid out with a 
page for those of 1934-5, have been 
continued with the further issues of 
the war years arranged in the order 
of their approximate appearance. 
When studying the  letter-pairs on 
these stamps, it struck me that on 
one page, there was a similarity in 
their general appearance. On check- 
ing, I was surprised to find that 
their letter-pairs began with the let- 
ter L. On a preceding page, another 
similar group began the letter-pair 
with I. Were these groups similar 
because they were issued at about 
the same time, or were they made 
by the same engraver? This thought 
led me to make a detailed study of 
the engraving on the excise stamps, 
as well as the tobacco strips and 
pouch labels. Here then, I wish to 
give my findings with the hope that 
others, more competent than I, may 
disprove or confirm them. 


I had always been under the im- 
pression that there was one die for 
the frame of these excise stamps and 
that a new centre panel was inserted 
each time a new value was needed. 


Thus the frame would always look 
the same. A diligent use of the 
magnifying glass showed me that 


if this were the case, then the frame 
of each new value must have requir- 
ed a certain amount of retouching 
by the engraver every time a new 
centre panel was put in. So I be- 
thought me to reread a little article 
by F. Walter Pollock (P.S. May, 
1942, page 22) from which I quote: 
*No two dies can be engraved exact- 
ly alike, just as no one can sign his 
name twice in perfect registration. 

. etc., ete." I found several 
points of difference, but the lower 
right hand corner in each  denom- 
ination was the most fruitful. Could 
one find similarities of execution in 
these retouches, if they are such, 
then the work of each engraver 
might be recognized. 

In the lower right corner, the 
double curve of the scroll allows less 
space to continue the grid below it, 
and this leads to different ways of 


finishing the corner. I made enlarg- 
ed sketches of this area between the 
right border line, the scroll, and the 
little tongue below, for all the de- 
nominations that I had, made com- 
parisons and tabulated the data. 

The results, though not conclusive, 
did seem to indicate that the secret. 
letter-pairs are key symbols of the 
different engravers who engraved 
the centre numeral panel and re- 
touched the lower corners and also 
the leaves. Thus each stamp has its 
own distinguishing  characteristies, 
and the series letters A to L 
definitely shows a step-by-step 
change throughout. 

A few words of explanation about 
the tabulation:— 


(1) The width between scroll and 
right border line are classed as:— 

A—outer curve of scroll nearly 
touches border line. 

B—space narrow between 
and border line. 

C—all the inner curve of scroll is 
to left of first vertical line of grid, 
making a wider space to border line. 

D1—like C, but no outer curve of 
scroll which is cut off on right side 
of 1st vert. line of grid, so area wide. 

D2—like C, but vertical line of grid 
is continued across the outer curve 
of scroll to touch the inner curve. 
The border line is thickened so as 
to nearly reach a continuation of 
vertical grid line between scroll and 
tongue. Thus a double-lined triange 
is formed. One horizontal line runs 
from vertex of triangle to grid line. 

E—Very wide area, outer curve of 
scroll is to left and touches first 
line of grid, which line is continuous 
down to the lower border line. 

(2) ‘leaf points’ means the number 
of points of middle leaf on right 
side, which touch right border line. 

(3) ‘tongue’ means the shape of 
tongue just below right-hand seroll. 

(4) "leaf detail means the detail 
of veins, ete. on the right sides of 
the six leaves. 

In the table, the letter pairs are 
listed in order of issue, as far as 
the limited knowledge at my  dis- 
posal allows.

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Now, do the stamps whose letter- 
pairs begin with the same letter 
show any similarities? I think so, 
and the enlarged drawings of the 
lower right corner exhibit these 
likenesses much more graphically 
than does the table. 

We could summarize and go fur- 
ther into detail than the above table 
provides but space does not permit. 

So, Revenuers, what do you think 
of it? Get out your magnifying 
glasses and look over the Three-leaf 
Excise stamps—if you don't agree 
with me that this is the best explan- 
ation of the Letter-pairs, just let me 
know. 

Classifying the Three-leaf Excise 
Stamps by their letter pairs will give 
also an approximate grouping into 
time of issue. I most certainly dis- 
like to mount them, with all their 
varied surcharges too, in order of de- 
nomination as is given in the cata- 
logues. That seems without rhyme or 
reason, so the next task is to find 
their dates of issue, then their proper 
grouping with reasons for it. 


SCOTT’S 1948 PART 1. 
By Aubrey Kelson 


Pressure of work at the present 
time prevents my giving a detailed 
analysis of the many price changes 
in the British Empire listings. 

Some special attention has been 
given in the re-pricing of the Empire 
countries, not in the past 20 years 
have so many price’ changes been 
made in mint and used stamps. The 
George 5th series have been very 
drastically changed and with some 
of the higher values almost doubled. 
In the George 6th issues the obsolete 
colors of the 1938 series havé been 
advanced very considerably,  other- 
wise these issues show little change. 
In the stamps of Newfoundland from 
1911 to the present time the entire 
listings have mostly been repriced. 

Collectors will no doubt have a 
greater regard for Scott's than in 
many years past, realizing that the 
new proprietors are taking hold and 
carefully correcting quotations 
throughout the entire work. One may 
rest assured that Mr. Gordon Har- 
mer and his colleagues will not 
allow the publication to fall by the 
wayside in popularity, it is very 


heartening to recognise the change 
which has come about with the new 
ownership. 

Countries which have already been 
checked over with the old 1947 
edition and show drastice changes 
include Antigua from 1903 with 
many heavy advances. Ascension 
George the 5th issues are nearly all 
marked up. In Australia the in- 
creases are considerable. The 
Edwards and George 5th series of 
Bahamas have all been moved  up- 
wards. Barbados in the last. half 
dozen issues have several gains and 
specially in the higher  denomin- 
ations. Bermuda joins the happy 
throng of countries advanced and 
with the 1922-36 12/6 almost doubl- 
ed. British Guiana, British Honduras, 
Brunei, and Burma have  consider- 
able gains. Canada has been given 
its share of attention.

Interesting Ii Correct, or Not!

the head of King Edward VII which 
appeared on the stamps of his time. 
This reminded me of another  ac- 
count about the design of these 
stamps which I had read two months 
ago in the German philatelic maga- 
zine “Sammler Express," Nr. 13 of 
September 1947. 

Attached to this letter you will 
find a translation of this German 
account which, no doubt, would 
interest all your readers.” 


The Double of King ‘Edward VII 


The British stamps with the head 
of King Edward VII are not rare at 
all and are to be found in almost 
every collection. 

Yet, they are truly 
He, who thinks to see on these 
stamps a representation of the 
king's head, is mistaken, although 
the shape of the head, the features 
of the face, the eyes and the beard 
look just like those of Edward VII. 

However, it is only an intriguing 
similarity, and the head on these 
British stamps is actually that of a 
certain Herr Hugo Gorlitz of Witten, 
Westfalia, Germany. 

It did not get on the stamps by 
any error, nor has any forgery been 
intended. On the contrary, the king 
knew of his “double”, and it was 
with his assent that Herr  Gorlitz's 
head appeared on the stamps.

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Herr Hugo  Gorlitz of Witten, 
Germany, was living in London, 
England, as a businessman and was 
well known as the *double" of the 
then Prince of Wales who later be- 
came King Edward VII. When, in 
1901, Queen Victoria ~ died and 
Edward VII succeeded to the throne, 
the British Government wanted to 
issue stamps with the head of the 
new king immediately or as soon as 
possible. 

The sculptor Emil Fuchs who, at 
that time was in Switzerland, was 
given the order to furnish the design 
for the new stamps. For specal 
reasons, however, the artist could 
not travel to London to draw the 
king. At the same time the king 
was indispensable in ' England. 
Therefore, sculptor Fuchs could not 
have made a design without his 


model. 
But a solution was found. It was 
learned that  Gorlitz, the  king's 


"double", too, happened to be in 
Switzerland. He was contacted and 
he modelled the king's head for the 
artist. 

The design was submitted to 
Edward VII who is said to have 
found it very good. This is how the 
image of a “double” came to appear 








as that of King Edward on the 
British stamps.

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Better Stamp Designs 
Wanted 


Charles Comfort, R.C.A., writing 
in the autumn, 1947, issue of “Can- 
adian Art" has an interesting article 
on Better Designs for Canadian 
postage stamps. Timeliness of the 
article no doubt is influenced by the 
public criticism which arose in some 
quarters following issuance of the 
Bell and Citizenship stamps. We 
reprint the following few paragraphs 
from Mr. Comfort’s article. 

Since the conclusion of the first 
great war, there has been a con- 


siderable development in both the - 


concept of the function of the post- 
age stamp, and in the character of 
the motifs and elements comprising 
its design. With the widespread 
international circulation of mail, and 
the astounding popularity and 
growth of interest in philately, it 
has been realized by most nations 
that the postage stamp is a valuable 
instrument of discreet national 
publicity. The stamp, like the poster, 
is an important communicative art 
form, with ‘this difference, that the 
normal role of the poster is usually 
limited to the creation of responses 
at home. The stamp carries its mes- 
sage far afield. A well-designed 
stamp does more than show that the 
sender has paid the prescribed rate 
of postage. It brings to the recipient, 
whether at home or abroad, some- 
thing of the character, the national 
dignity, the contemporary awarness 
of the state in which it had its 
origin. 

With this changing concept of the

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funetion of the postage stamp, there 
has been a noticeable departure from 
the formal elements and motifs of 
earlier days. It is in attempting to 
follow this trend that Canadians 
have failed. It is not sufficient to 
produce a design which departs from 
a former style or motif. That design 
in itself must be good. 

Who is responsible for the selec- 
tion of Canadian postage stamp 
designs? Surely the responsibility 
rests largely with them. We have no

Somebody better hurry and say 
sumpun about the new Canadian 


*Dollar" booklet. Methinks this could 
stand a complete story, but in the 
interim here are some thoughts, not 
all my own Pll admit, but with the 
assistanee of a valued correspondent: 

1. First time Canada has ever 
issued airmail stamps in booklet 
form. And by the way, this was pre- 
dieted by Phil Atts not so long ago. 


Remember? O.K., makes no  differ- 
ence now. 

2. First time Canada ever issued 
panes of anything not postage 


stamps: “Par Avion" labels. 

3. Note that the new panes of the 
4 cent rose-carmine are quite differ- 
ent from the old ones. Old panes had 
tab about quarter inch wide, the new 
ones have tabs about % to 34 inch 
wide, so the overall dimension 
(width) is that much greater. There 
can never be any confusion on this 
point, as the two are so unlike. Also 
note that the new 4 cent pane is a 
pale rose-carmine as compared with 
the deep color of the old one, so in 
years to come, the fakir should not 
be able to trim down these new ones 
to make the old type. (Get well sup- 
plied with both for the benefit of 
your grandchildren). However, the 
same master die has been used, and 
the new pane still carries the 1943 
date. 

4. The 3 cent violet is a brand new 
pane of six: previously appeared only 
in panes of 4 and 3. 

5. Entirely new idea in cover de- 
sign. The pine cone is an original 
motif. Maybe 'twill become as famous 
as the old beaver idea. 

6. Being a “Gift Folder" could we 
call it a “Charity Booklet’? 

7. The “From” and “To” pane can 
be used on the outside of a letter or 
card, and besides it is a ‘Prop- 
aganda" emission, of a very unique 
kind. 

Now come on you philatelists, let's 
have some more ideas. A penny for 
your bright thoughts. 

The “American Philatelist” for 
December really gets down to cases 
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under its “Official Notice" column 
when it lays bare the low-down on 
certain of this “Roosevelt Issue" idea 
which has really plagued philately 
for the last few months. My hearty 
congratulations to The American 
Philatelic Society for its fearless 
presentation of some pretty damag- 
ing evidence. 

Friend of mine was folding up 1947 
Canadian Christmas seals to be mail- 
ed out for a “Tuberculosis Clinic” for 
his service club. Said he was hand- 
ling hundreds of sheets when lo and 
behold he comes on something that 
felt like thick paper. On examination 
he finds that two sheets were partly 
stuck together. Further examination 
showed that the top sheet was only 
partly gummed and on opening up 
the two sheets the back showed a 
perfect off-set complete all over the 
reverse. The lower pane had com- 
pletely missed the blue and green 
color, and as a matter of fact the 
offset was much brighter than the 
proper printing of the lower sheet. 
I got a portion of the two sheets. The 
reverse of the upper pane on my part 
has no gum at all. Quite a curiosity: 
have any seal collectors seen this 
error? Would be glad to hear from 
any and publicise your findings. 

“Maple Leaves” (Journal of The 
Canadian Philatelic Society of Great 
Britain) for October has an interest- 
ing article on the watermarks of the 
“Large Cents". A. E. Stephenson, 
the author, seems to have gone to no 
end of trouble to dig up information, 
and yet some of it is briefly summar- 
ized in Note “P-15” of the second 
volume of Boggs. Query—who is 
pulling whose leg? “Maple Leaves” 
in this issue is now a nicely printed 
magazine, having abandoned mimeo- 
graphed sheets. 

A timely story on the Canadian 
Philatelic Agency appears is the 
January 5th issue of “Gossip” by 
Carleton J. Ketchum. Once upon a 
time I tried to do something the ` 
same and got some slings and arrows 
from unusal quarters. The article is 
most interesting albeit I do not agree 
with some of the assertions and I 
am sure Stanley Deaville will blush 
at some others.

dearth of artists and fine designers. 
If large commercial and mercantile 
interests are able to find good 
designers in this country, why not 
a government department? Open 
competition may provide an answer 
to the problem, but only if the 
responsibility of selecting the 
designs submitted is entrusted to a 
competent committee of selection. 
Otherwise, we can only expect 
further repetition of what we are at 
present suffering. On the other 
hand, it might prove more satisfact- 
ory for a competent committee to 
select designers of proven ability 
and commission them directly to 
produce stamp designs. At all events, 
it is to be hoped that we shall not 
have to endure further Canadian 
stamp issues which are a source of 
embarrassment at home and abroad. 
Surely our policy in this matter 
should include a desire to create as 
favourable an impression as possible 
of Canada, Canadians, and Canadian 
life and character.

SASKATCHEWAN SCROLL 
VARIETIES

In a previous article (Popular 
Stamps, September, 1947) the nor- 
mal and inverted scrolls were dealt 
with. Further examination discloses 
four other varieties in the scroll in 
both the 1st and 2nd printings of the 
First Issue of Saskatchewan Law 
Stamps. 

It appears that some of the plates 
from which the scrolls were printed 
became damaged in use or misuse 
and on these varieties certain por- 
tions of the scroll work are missing, 

The sheet position number and de- 
scription of these varieties follows: 

Ist Issue—Ist Printing 

Stamp No. 7. In the lower right 
corner the second point of the scroll 
design is missing’. 

Stamp No. 17. One petal is mis- 
sing in the lower right rosette at 11 
o’clock dial position. 

Stamp No. 19. Where the scroll 
work curls up at the bottom centre 
the ‘curl’ on the right hand ‘leaf’ is 
missing and two petals are missing 
in the lower right rosette at 2 o’clock 
and 4 o’clock. 

Stamp No. 22. One petal missing 
in the lower right rosette in 9 o’clock 
dial position. 

Ist Issue—2nd Printing 

The same varieties occur in the 
second printing but are to be found 
in different positions in the sheet as 
follows:

Stamp No. 12. Curl at bottom 
centre and 2 petals of rosette mis- 
sing as in No. 19 of the 1st printing. 

Stamp No. 14. One petal missing 
as in No. 17 of the 1st printing. 

Stamp No. 22. One point of the de- 
sign missing in lower right corner 
as in No. 7 of the first printing. 

When the sheet of printed scrolls 
was fed to the press INVERTED, as 
was the case with the $1 and $2 
values of the 2nd printing, the same 
varieties show up at the top of the 
stamp instead of at the bottom. 


When the sheet was inverted— 


Stamp No. 11 became No. 15. 
Stamp No. 12 became No. 14. 
Stamp No. 14 became No. 12. 
Stamp No. 22 became No. 4.
